Wilson today strongly urged admin­ 
istration senators to defeat the Lodge 
resolution of ratification of the peace 
treaty. 
The Lodge reservation means " n u l ­ 
lification of the peace Meaty," he de­ 
clared in a letter to Se nator Hitch­ 
cock which was read at a conference 
of democratic senators today. 
‘‘I sincerely hope that b le n d s and 
supporters of 
the 
treaty 
will 
vot* 
ngcinst the Lodge resolution of ra ti ­ 
fication” the President 
said. 
"T h e 
door will probably then be opened fot 
a genuine resolution of ratification." 
Senator Hitchcock, administration 
leader, read the letter to the demo­ 
cratic senators who 
met today to 
agree upon a final course in the treaty 
fight. 
Wilson stated that the loidge reso­ 
lution in it* present form, does not 
really provide for ratification of the 
treaty. 
The letter follows: 
"M y dear senator: 


"Y o u were good enough to bring 
no* word that democratic 
senators 
who support th© treaty expert to hold 
a conference before the final vote on 
tile Lodge resolution of ratification 
and that they would b* glad to ie 
ce ive a word of counsel from me. 


"I should hesitate to ofr©i it in acy 
detail but I assume that senators only 
desire my judgment on all important 
quoit tons on the final vote on the r« s- 
olution containing the many reserva­ 
tions by Lodge. 
On that I can not 
hesitate, for in my opinion the reso­ 
lution in that form does not provide 
for ratification but rather for nullifi­ 
cation of the treaty. 
I sincerely hope 
that 
the friends and supporters of 
the treaty will vote against the Lodge 
resolution of ratification. 
I under­ 
stand that the door probably will he 
open for a genuiue resolution of rati­ 
fication if the true friends will re­ 
fuse to support the Lodge resolution

They had bi en prepared to compro­ 
mise .to some degree on the preamble 
requiring the written assert of thiee 
allies to the reservations and Hitch­ 
cock might have obtained a compro­ 
mise on the reservation on Article X 
it was believed in some quarters. 


The President’s pita that the Lodge 
resolution be defeated thiew ail com­ 
promis* proposals into the air. 
The 
I* nu it of the fight now depends on 
whether administration senators in a 
conference today agree to carry out 
the President s suggestion. 


Resolution Now Before Senate 
Senator Lodge offered his re-olu 
ion of the peace treaty ratification 


just after the senate met today. 
This 
resolution contains the preamble and 
fourteen reservations acted upon by 
the majority of the senate. 
Before Lodge presented his resolu­ 
tion Senator Hitchcock told newspap­ 
er men sufficient democrat votes were 
assured to defeat it as urged by the 
President. 
Wilson wrote Hitchcock this morn­ 
ing recommending the defeat of tills 
resolution. 
Lodge in replying to the 
statement said rejection of his reso 
lotion would be equivalent to reje c­ 
tion of (he treaty. 
Lodge gave H itc h­ 
cock un opportunity to offer a resolu­ 
tion of unqualified ratification before 
a final vote is taken. 
Hitchcock ask­ 
ed that instead he he allowed to offer 
his resolution after the Lodge meas­ 
ure had been voted on. giving as fits 
reason that after the Lodge resolu­ 
tion had he©n disposed of some of 
the senators will he 
released 
from 
pledges. 
Hitchcock 
specified 
that 
mild reservation!*!* would vote with 
Lodge to defeat Hitchcock’s resolu­ 
tion should it be brought up before 
Lodge’s resolution has been voted on. 
Senators shouted for a vote, but 
Senator Sm ith of

declared he will vote for the Lodge 
resolution 
of ratification,
